Ten years ago Monday, May 31 the Supreme 
Court handed down its famous “ all deliberate 
speed" decree implementing its landmark 1354 
decision that racial segregation in public schools 
violated tin' Constitution, “ l ull implementation 
of these constitutional principles mat require 
solution of varied l o 
c 
a 
l school problem s,” wrote 
Chief Justice Karl Warren for the unanimous 
Court. 
Lower courts were told that once a start 
toward desegregation had been made in good 
faith, they might 
allow additional time for the 
solution of administrative problems. Hut the 
transition to a r 
a 
c 
i a 
l l y 
nondiscriminatory school 
was to bt' accomplished “ with all deliberate 
speed," Warren wrote. The phrase, incidentally, 
had its origin in the Knglish chancery and was 
cited in a 1911 Supreme Court decision written 
by Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes. 
It now is clear that the m od erate c o u r se laid 
down b> the Suprem e Court made it possible lot 
thousands of school d is t r ic ts , most of them in 
the South, to avoid desegregation. Sen. Allen J. 
Kllender (D. La.) caught the import of the de­ 
cision immediately and expressed his “ delight 
that they have left it to the local judges to decide 
when the original decision should be im ple­ 
mented." When it appeared that school desegre­ 
gation was to be gradual and that neithti Con 
gross nor the Lxecutivc branch would impose 
deadlines, various s ta te s were emboldened to 
declare outright defiance. 
Ten years after the 1955 ruling, some 4,000 
school districts in the United States have taken 
no formal steps toward compliance, and about 
3,400 more have submitted desegregation pro­ 
posals yet to be approved by the courts. About 
19,000 districts have qualified as unsegregated 
under criteria established by the I . S. OffKt 
of Education. Using its authority under the 1964 
Civil Hights Act, the Office announced, April 
29, that school districts must plan to eliminate 
all vestiges of racial segregation by the autumn 
of 1967 to qualify for continued federal financial 
aid. In short, the ‘‘all deliberate speed” decree 
has been superseded after a decade by an ad­ 
ministrative ruling that gives the states two 
more years to complete the journey.

THE SIEGE OF GIRARD COLLEGE 
“ If I thought I was going to die tomorrow, I 
should plant a tree nevertheless today.” Stephen 
Girard, 1750-1831. 
GIRARD COLLEGE, a Philadelphia educational 
institution for fatherless boys, is in a state of 
siege. Since May I, its grounds in the heart 
of the north side Negro district have been sur­ 
rounded by National Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People pickets demanding 
racial integration. Cecil Moore, the leader of 
the pickets, is out to get by pressure what has 
been denied the Negro in the courts. 
Stephen Girard, French-born, was motherless 
at 12. He went to sea and at the age of 23 was a 
captain. He came to New York in his early 
youth, later established him self in Philadelphia, 
and became a trader, merchant, banker, and 
philanthropist. Upon his death in 1831 he left 
about $6 million to found a school for “ poor 
white male orphans.” 
OYER THE YEARS, Girard College has grown 
and prospered as a free home, secondary school, 
and junior college. Present enrollment is 710, 
and the original $6 million has been carefully 
built to between $75 million and $100 million. 
The U. S. Supreme Court on Aug. 29, 1957 un­ 
animously held that the school could not dis­ 
criminate against Negroes because the board 
administering it was an agency of the state and 
the 
14th Amendment forbade states to dis­ 
criminate. 
The Girard will had named the 
Mayor and City Council of Philadelphia as 
trustees, and until 1957 the Philadelphia Board 
of City Trusts administered the school. The 
Philadelphia Orphans Court then set up a new 
system , with 13 private individuals as trustees. 
The Supreme Court found this arrangement legal 
on Jan. 24, 1958. 
THE CURRICULUM at Girard is both academic 
and vocational, and hence integregation would be 
particularly 
useful 
for Philadelphia Negro 
youths. The quality of Girard’s instruction is dif­ 
ficult to judge, but its alumni on balance have 
established an excellent record. 
The campus covers 43 acres and has 27 build­ 
ings, including the huge Founder’s Hall, from 
which a statue of Girard stonily overlooks the 
nightly demonstrations at the main gate. The 
glare of police floodlights sets a stage for the 
parading and frolicking. 
Most of the pickets are from the neighbor­ 
hood. Negro police say they recognize members 
of local gangs; there is little indication of 
a cross-section of the Negro community. The 
pickets meet at a chapel down the street. After 
the rally they march toward the campus, sing­ 
ing: 
Shotgun shells, shotgun shells, freedom all the 
way, 
Oh, what fun it is to blow the blue-suit man 
away. 
The wisecracks exchanged between the pickets 
and their leaders occasionally make Negroes 
among the police snicker. To cope with some 
300 pickets, the city has decided that it is 
necessary to station up to 800 policemen near 
the school’s main gate. So far, about a dozen

With all the present-day s tre s s 
on education, it seem s to be tie- 
coming 
a doctrine, 
not only 
among parents but among some 
educators as well, that everyone 
ought to go to college. 
This is a false, and in the long 
run, wasteful idea, says at least 
one professional. According to 
Logan Wilson, president of the 
American Council on Education, 
out of every IOO persons there 
are alout 20 who clearly do not 
have the ability for college 
work. 
Between this group and those 
with superior talents, there are 
about 46 who could not be ad­ 
mitted to selective 
colleges. 
Most of them, though, could 
benefit from some kind of post- 
high school education. 
The predicament of these two 
lower groups may be reflected 
in a recent study reported by the 
National Educational A ssocia­ 
tion. Among 13,000 students who 
enrolled in 32 Oklahoma uni­ 
v ersities and colleges in 1962, 
both public and private, the net 
drop-out rate was 35.8 p ercen t 
after the freshman year. 
It is axiomatic that in a free 
society everyone should 
be 
given a chance to succeed — 
but it should be in doing that 
for which the individual is best 
suited.

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DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — Mr. Hin fights for two 
things: pride and pay. 
He is a Nung, one of the 
tribespeople who for centuries 
have fought as m ercenaries in 
the w ars of Indochina and Chi­ 
na. They are rated on the sam e 
class as the famed Ghurkas of 
India. 
Mr. Hin is the big chief of 
600 Nungs who serve as body­ 
guards and strike troops in 
northw est South Viet Nam for 
the UJS. Army’s Special F o rces. 
Their prowess is legendary 
among the Americans along the 
battlefront out here, who like 
them because they never panic 
in battle. 
Most Nungs range from 4 feet 
IO Inches to 5 feet 3 inches in 
height and from 90 to 120 pounds 
in weight. They are paid an av­ 
erage of 2,500 piasters a month 
* a bouI $34. 
Mr. Hin is a giant Nung. He 
stands about 6 feet, very erect 
and keen eyed. As sergeant ma­ 
jo r — the highest rating a Nung 
is allowed to reach—lie gets 
6,000 piasters a month, o r about 
$82. 
“ I don’t know how the other 
Nungs picked Mr. Hin, but hr* 
seem s to serve also as their 
spiritual 
I *ader,” said 
Maj. 
R ichard I. Allen Jr., M iami, 


F la., a Special Forces officer 
now on his second year of volun­ 
tary duty here. 
“ He adm its to being 38. He is 
a good manager, very proud, 
and has absolute command of 
his men.” 
“ When a Nung is too old or 
sick to continue, he’ll usually 
tell you so himself.” said Maj. 
A llen. “ Pr ide won’t let him do 
a bad job. He is then m ustered 
out with a month’s bonus pay 
and a letter giving ills service 
record.” 
The Nungs represent a c ro ss­ 
section of the situation here in 
te rm s oi both religion and expe­ 
rience. A few are Buddhists, a 
few Catholics, but most a re Con- 
fucionists. 
“ We and tile A ustralians train 
them 
in 
handling weapons,” 
said Allen. 
“ They 
are 
traditional sol­ 
d ie rs. They areabsolutelyloyal 
to leadership. They will do what 
they are told to do in the most 
pressing 
circum stances, and 
they will tear into anybody and 
anything. 
“ It isn’t true that they cutoff 
heads or collect ears. I iiey Just 
kill the enemy. They aren ’t sa­ 
distic. But I suppose if they 
w ere told to bring I jack enemy 
e a rs, they’d bring them la ck . 
They obey orders.”

The growth of science and 
technology has not only had a 
terrific 
impact on our daily 
lives; in just a few y ears it 
has 
completely 
changed the 
m ake-up of the federal gov­ 
ernm ent — at least on the civil 
service level. 
Ten years ago, reports John 
W. Macy J r., chairm an of the 
U. S. Civil Service Com m is­ 
sion and a mem ber of the P re s­ 
ident’s Science Advisory Com­ 
m ittee, there were 56,700 fed­ 
eral employes in the physical 
and biological sciences and 60,- 
500 in engineering — a total 
of 117,200 or 9 per cent of the 
entire w hite-collar work force. 


Today the government em ­ 
ploys 
more than 
71,000 in 
science 
and 188,000 in en­ 
gineering — a total of 259,- 
000, representing ll 1,2 (v r 
cent of the work force — in the 
laboratories of 25 federal de­ 
partm ents and agencies, from 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space 
Adm inistration to 
the 
Bureau of Standards. 
There are now m ore profes­ 
sional 
physical 
scientists 
working for the government than 
general clerks. There are more 
engineers than typists. 
This 
is not the full story, 
however. In addition to those 
directly 
in 
federal employ, 
thousands of other scientists 
and engineers are doing re­ 
search under government con­ 
tract with private companies 
and nonprofit organizations and 
in universities. 
Pay scales 
for government 
scientists are still a little Inf­ 
low those on the outside, 
but 
they are catching up, says Macy, 
as are such fringe benefits 
as group life and health in­

If the obscure enem ies of the 
M issile Site Labor C om m is­ 
sion succeed, there will be no 
truly skilled, highly specialized 
peace-m aking force left at Cape 
Kennedy and the M erritt Island 
Moonport, nor at the Vanden­ 
berg, Edwards, Grand F orks, 
and M alm strom A irbases, nor 
at the M ississippi Test O pera­ 
tion and the key George C. 
M arshall Space Flight C enter 
at Huntsville, Ala. 
Like sniper fire, the com m is­ 
sion’s opponents are unloosing 
th eir 
one-shot 
argum ent 
in 
White House circles, inside th* 
Labor Dept, and high in other 
government 
agencies. T heir 
argum ent is that the m issile and 
space race construction p ro ­ 
gram Is so far advanced that 
there really 
no longer is 
a 
need for a commission to zero 
In on strikes and settle la b o r- 
management problems. 
But Inquiry at the National 
A eronautics 
and 
Space Ad­ 
m inistration and the Pentagon 
discloses that vital construc­ 
tion has not even reached the 
end of its first stage. 
Because of the international 
w ar c risis, for example, the 
Defense Dept, has ordered the 
building of silos and com m uni­ 
cations and control centers for 
50 additional updated Minute 
Man M issiles at the M alm strom 
A ir Base area. 
T heir new war-head will be 
able to destroy vast enemy 
secto rs, 5,000 to 6,000 m iles 
distant. 
F urtherm ore, 
there 
a re at 
least two more years of heavy 
work at the Cape Kennedy space 
shooting center and the M erritt 
Island base from which theU.S. 
will attem pt to land on the 
moon before the U.S.S.R. turns 
it Into another Soviet satellite. 
In addition, far more intricate 
construction will soon be needed 
to get the orbital space hookup 
operation 
under way shortly 


after the two-man Gemini shot. 
After the Agena second stage 
rocket does an end-to -end hook­ 
up with the Gemini capsule, the 
space and moon bases must bo 
readied for other work. This 
.w ill be sim ilar to that which 
frequently has been stalled by 
Jurisdictional strik e s and union 
feuds with non-union contrac­ 
tors. 
One fantastic project on the 
schedule which will need swift 
construction work is a space 
platform launching. These will 
be sm all orbiting “ forts” and 
observation outposts, circling 
the earth, so the globe can be 
kept under manned observation 
by m ilitary and scientific crew s 
who will stay aloft for weeks on 
end 


The tim etable is so tight that 
NASA and Pentagon officials 
get 
the 
jitte rs 
just con­ 
templating the effect of the 
repetition of the strikes which 
hit the Cape two months ago. 
There has been a se rie s of 
long 
and unpublicized con­ 
ferences with national labor 
leaders and the big contrac­ 
tors. 
These have not had any tra n ­ 
quilizing effects on the govern­ 
ment planners. So, on June 14, 
the M issile Site Labor Com m is­ 
sion and representatives of all 
fe d e n l procurem ent and space 
planning 
agencies will hold an 
all-day closed conference in an 
effort to find som e solution. 
The need for the M issile Sites 
Labor Com mission was high­ 
lighted just a few days ago by a 
threat to the two-man Gemini 
flight. It was averted only by 
the swift and courageous action 
of a national union president, 
Al Hayes, head of the In ter­ 
national Assn. of M achinists. 
It appeared that the Aerojet 
General Corp. might have been 
struck on the very day of the 
scheduled 
Gemini 
blast-off. 
Since Aerojet makes the en­ 
gines for the Titan rocket which 
hur’s the capsule, 53 of its 
w orkers, all 
IAM 
m em bers, 
help nurse the mechanism . 
A strike could have pulled 
them off the Job. But AI Hayes 
said sternly: “ W hatever hap­ 
pens, work will continue 
at 
Cape Kennedy. There will beno 
postponement of the Gemini shot 
because of these negotiations.” 
His m em bers listened to him. 
But this is not the record of 
other unions, whose local m em ­ 
bers defy their national lead­ 
e rs. And there Is little reason 
to believe they will change. 
There 
Is, therefore, 
con­ 
siderable 
reason 
for 
the 
strengthening, 
not 
th e 
weakening, of the little known 
but vital M issile Sites Labor 
Commission. 


WASHINGTON — President 
Johnson announced when he as- 
sumed office that In’ was wash* 
. mg his hands of all oil mat­ 
ters and referring t i n * i i i 
t i * Sec­ 
retary of the Interior Stewart 
Udall. 
He was sincere about 
this. 
However, he had better wash 
him self 
back into 
personal 
supervision of oil problem s, or 
that sticky substance is likely 
to gum up tilt* reuptation of his 
Administration. 
There are three reasons for 
all this, ail beyond the P resi­ 
dent’s personal control. They 
are: 
1. The public does not s e r ­ 
rate presidential responsibility 
from 
presidential blam e. No 
m atter how much LBJ delegates 
oil to his Secretary of the In­ 
te rio r, the pul*lic will blame 
LBJ not Udall for oil m istakes. 
2. Under the Constitution the 
President 
cannot 
delegate 
everything, such as the appoint­ 
ment of a new chairm an to the 
Federal 
Power Com mission. 
Right now Chairman Joe Swel­ 
le r, one of the best the FPC 
has ever had, is about to be 
benched, largely because the 
President hasn’t 
seen fit to 
Indicate his early reappoint­ 
ment. Swidler’s term expires 
in thirty days, and so far there 
has been no word from the White 
House that this tough foe of the 
oil and gas Moguls will be asked 
to serve again. 
3. F'or the first tim e in his­ 
tory the Federal government 
has a Ixmanzu of oil shale to de­ 
velop — either for the benefit 
of the public or for the bene- 
fir of the oil industry. T h i s 
$300 million bonanza is enough 
to |*ay the entire cost of Fed­ 
eral aid to education for years 
to come. 
The President can do a s Abra­ 
ham Lincoln did when in 1863 
he set aside W estern govern­ 
ment lands for the endowment 
of land grant colleges — or he 
can lease this property to the 
oil companies. Tile tran sfer of 
this tremendously wealthy oil 
shale to the jurisdiction of Stew­ 
art Udall Is not going to let 
L B J out of m ajor responsibil­ 
ity for final disposal — in the 
minds of the public. 
The President has enough oth­ 
e r problem s with Viet N am ,the 
Dominican 
Republic, and his 
legislative program . N everthe­ 
le ss, facts are filets, and the 
tough facts of politics cannot be 
set aside when it com es to oil.

There is something awfully 
screwy about the manner in 
which the Justice Departm ent’s 
antiturst 
division 
is 
under­ 
cutting the U ji.Suprem e Court 
in regard to one of the biggest 
gas-pipeline m ergers in the na­ 
tion — El Paso and Pacific 
N orthwest. 
Two years ago, the Supreme 
Court stepped into this case, 
overruled an Eisenhower Ad­ 
m inistration attem pt to let El 
Paso, which had hired John 
F oster Dulles* law partner, get 
away with this m erger. 
Hie Court not only stopped the 
m erger, but ruled that El Paso 
must get rid of Pacific North­ 
west Gas “ without delay.” 
Almost 
two 
years 
have 
passed, 
which 
isn’t 
exactly 
“ without delay.” 
On top of this, the Justice 
Departm ent’s antitrust division 
strangely is giving El Paso a 
new lease on life by perm itting 
another three-year delay in di­ 
vesting itself of Pacific North­ 
w est. 
Tile Supreme Court acted to 
set aside the El Paso m erger 
in order to give the State of Cali­ 
fornia a chance to get com­ 
petitive natural gas. The Justice 
Departm ent, then under tough 
trust-buster Bob BIX, handled 
the case before the Supreme 
Court. Bix is a Republican. 
Today 
the Justice D epart­ 
ment, under Democratic execu­ 
tives, has completely revised 
its position under a Republican 
Adm inistration. 
This is one reason wily P resi­ 
dent Johnson, though washing 
his hands of oil problem s, ac­ 
tually can’t do so. The ram ifi­ 
cations of government a re too 
com plicated. 
Note — LBJ turned down ad­ 
vice to appoint the son of tru st­ 
busting Thurman Arnold to head 
fils antitrust division and picked 
the form er law clerk of Justice 
Tom Clark instead.

Some I v u t e r s who are otherwise candid with 
their dealer fail to mention that they want to 
water ski, or don’t realize they do until after 
they 
bin a motor. So the dealer sets up the 
rig 
for 
light 
loads 
and 
high performance. 
Later, they try to tiny several skiers, not 
realizing 
that 
they 
should have a different 
propeller for skiing, and ire dissatisfied with 
the performance of their rig as a ski boat. 
\ return visit to the dealer is called for to 
rectify this. 
Another complaint that manufacturers hear is 
that “ my rig doesn’t give me the performance 
t used til.” Of course, what they forget to 
mention is that they have added 200 or 300 
pounds ti) their payload since they bought the 
boat--item s like a tackle box, an extra anchor, 
an I "-gallon cruising tank, lights, horn, marine 
radio md their portly Aunt Nell. Substantial 
increases in payload are bound to affect the 
performance of a small boat. 
Human nature being what it is, it’s not s u r­ 
prising that a lot of boaters (I) lose track 
of their owner’s guide which comes with their 
new 
outboard and 
(2) neglect to take their 
motor 
in for the prescribed 
10-hour free 
check-up. 
Owner’s guides should not be read once and 
discarded, but should be reviewed periodically. 
In 
addition to giving operating instructions, 
these booklets typically show the location of 
lubrication points, servicing requirements of 
various engine components, procedures for p re ­ 
paring a motor for winter storage, how to 
protect a motor in salt water, etc. The owner’s 
guide should be the bible of the small boat 
owner. 
The 10-hour check-up is also vitally important, 
yet many boaters, perhaps because their motor 
is “ running so good,” feel it’s unnecessary. 
A new or “ tight” engine will be adjusted by 
the dealer who sells it, but his adjustments 
will probably be incorrect for what the mechanics 
call a “ loose” engine, one that has been broken 
in. Consequently, the engine may be running 
too fast at shifting speeds. This is just one 
example of how the 10-hour check is of value 
to the new owner. During the check the dealer 
will 
i cl J * i ^ t the {joints, clean the filter on the 
carburetor and fuel system, check the lubricant 
in the lower unit, check water pump operation, 
lubricate throttle and shift linkage, swivel pin, 
and shitting cams and check for loose nuts 
and bolts. 
A final recommendation: see that your motor 
is 
checked over periodically throughout i f s 
lifetime 
bills.

weather damage to crops, shor­ 
tages of temporary farm latK)r- 
e rs, cutlacks in cattle herds 
and the hog population, and 
greater consumption by agrow­

population. 
Even though they command the 
most attention, the ups and 
downs of food prices are a fair­ 
ly common phenomenon. 


Whaps raising the q u o tu m of 
inflation in general is the steady 
if slow rise in industrial prices 
in many fields. And this is feed­ 
ing the delate over whether the 
economy is or isn't in danger of 
overheating. 
Gardner Ackley, chairman of 
the President's Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers, sa\ s it isn't, so 
far. But he finds the recent rash 
of price increases disturbing 
and warns they might lead to 
government countermeasures if 
business doesn't moderate the 
trend voluntarily. 
This would be In line w ith the 
government's 
guidelines 
for 
prices and w ages tied to produc­ 
tivity 
gains 
that keep 
unit 
production costs stable. 
William 
McChesney Martin 
Jr., chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, warns that the 
economy Is close to the edge of 
overheating and fiscal author­ 
ities must w atch that trend ca re ­ 
fully. 
By overheating the authori­ 
ties mean the step that turns 
business expansion intoaboom. 
The four-) ear-old expansion has 
meant greater prosperity with­ 
out excesses either in price in­ 
creases or wage boosts. 


Boom implies a rush of over- 
confidence that carries with it a 
wage-prlce spiral. In the last 
this has undermined the market 
value of the dollar. And boom 
also implies a future bust. 
The delate over inflation goes 
beyond theindustriai price in­ 
creases 
which Ackley says 
seem s to be accelerating. 
He 
lists tires, 
stainless 
steel 
products, sulfuric acid, trucks, 
paper container, polyethylene 
resins, 
aluminum 
products, 
copper, and fabricated copper 
products. 
And pointing a finger at busi­ 
ness pricing policies, Ackley 
sees no evidence that excess 
demand is furnishing any infla­ 
tionary pressure. N orarelaboi 
shortages plaguing most indus­ 
tries. 
The inflation delate goes also 
into the government's fiscal pol­ 
icies. And this may be why fed­ 
eral officials are becoming so 
vocal in denying that overheat­ 
ing is a threat. On the contrary, 
they contend, a relaxing of the 
upward rate of climb is more 
likely. 
The fiscal policies include tax 
cuts even while the federal debt 
is rising and the Treasury defi­ 
cit continues each year. They 
a l s o 
include keeping interest 
rates low and credit easy so 
that economic expansion can be 
financed. And arcing with it goes 
a rise in spending by federal, 
state and local governments. 
Past thinking held such poli­ 
cies to be laying the foundation 
for future inflation. Present fis­ 
cal thinking is that these poli­ 
cies make the economy grow 
fast enough to offset any such 
threat. Basically thequestion is 
the role of government in plot­ 
ting and controlling economic 
trends. 
But at the practical rather 
than the theoretical level — 
that is, for the consumer rather 
than the economist or monetary 
authority — the threat of infla­ 
tion doesn't lie in the rise of 
prices of sulfuric acid and poly­ 
ethylene resins, but in cost­ 
lier trips to the food stores.

—Businessmen from the Wes* 
today are breaking down t a r ­ 
riers between Eastern Europe 
and the West. 
Everywhere they are finding 
the welcome sign out in a way 
not dreamed of two or three 
years ago. 
Increasing East-West trade is 
only one of the signs of a reviv­ 
ing feeling among East Euro­ 
peans that they again are ap a rt 
of the world and not a segre­ 
gated section of it. 
Budapest is exhibiting its new 
view by advertising itself as 
“ the center of Europe.” That 
is intended to mean not East 
Europe but the whole of it. 'Hie 
country is so Western-oriented 
that visitors are hard put to 
find any real evidence that they 
are behind the Iron Curtain. 
While such evidence exists, 
in Hungary and elsewhere, in 
this city you have to hunt for it. 
In Budapest are a half-dozen 
monuments to Russian soldiers 
who died in the bitter tattle to 
capture the city from the Ger­ 
mans. But the party slogans so 
ever-present In East Berlin are 
simply not found here. 
You hardly ever see a Rus­ 
sian. One Budapest hotel recent­ 
ly was full of West German, 
French and English business­ 
men 
and 
a Spanish football 
team. 
A 
small 
Soviet delegation 
spent a day or so there—and 
had to speak German to the ho­ 
tel employes, who understand 
hardly a word of Russian. Ger­ 
man is the prevailing foreign 
language here, despite 15 years 
of compulsory teaching of Rus­ 
sian. 
These are among the outward 
signs of what appears to be a 
facing about of East European 
populations. With the exception 
of Bulgaria, whose people al­ 
ways had a deep sympathy for 
fellow Slavs in Russia, all East 
European States treasure and 
emphasize 
Western interests 
and backgronds. 
Romania lias undertaken a 
“ de-Russification” 
campaign 
that is almost comic in its thor­ 
oughness. The country lias abol­ 
ished compulsory teaching of 
Russian, 
suppressed Russian 
institutions and street names, 
and is pursuing an independ­ 
ence stance politically and eco­ 
nomically. 
In Hungary, the people have 
taken Westernization into then- 
own hands. It is not only West­ 
ernization, but a restoration of 
Hungarian nationalism and na­ 
tional identity so long smoth­ 
ered under Russian authority.

Not a single piece of Am er­ 
ican machinery was seen in any

visited. 
“ With a limitation of five- 
years credit in which to jay foi­ 
ble equipment bought in A m eri­ 
ca, we have almost no time to 
get it into use before we must 
complete payment for it,” said 
Stefan Gabor, deputy planning 
minister in Romania. 
“ The new American tire and 
chemical 
factories just con­ 
tracted for will take two years 
to build. That leaves only three 
years in which to make the 
plants jay for them selves. We 
need more time than th a t/' Ga­ 
bor said. 
Italy, France, West Germany 
and England offer longer term 
credit, in some cases, by re­ 
port, as much as 12 years.

Morton said. 
Collectively, the five state

“ This means that our insti­ 
tutions are competing on an ever 
tougher market. 
To add an­ 
other complication to the prob­ 
lem, often a faculty member lost 
is not really replaceable be­ 
cause there just aren't enough 
qualified ones to go around." 
Other factors stressed by Dr. 
Morton included that between 
1962 and 1963 Missouri ranked 
eleventh among the states in

cation. It will take .in almost 
super effort through savings and 
increased efficiency to meet 
the states financial obligations 
in future years, he said. 
And, he warned, “As higher 
education becomes an increas­ 
ingly larger enterprise nothing 
but the very best administra­ 
tive and planning practices can 
long t>e tolerated."

SCHOOL INTEGRATION DEADLINE 
Ten years ago Monday, May 31 the Supreme 
Court handed down its famous “ all deliberate 
speed** decree implementing its landmark 1954 
decision that racial segregation in public schools 
violated the Constitution. “ Full implementation 
of these constitutional principles may require 
solution of varied local school problems,’* wrote 
Chief Justice Earl Warren for the unanimous 
Court. 
Lower courts were told that once a start 
toward desegregation had been made in good 
faith, they might 
allow additional time for the 
solution of administrative problems. But the 
transition to a racially nondiscriminatory school 
was to be accomplished “with all deliberate 
speed,** Warren wrote. The phrase, incidentally, 
had its origin in the English chancery and was 
cited in a 1911 Supreme Court decision written 
by Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
It now is clear that the moderate course laid 
down by the Supreme Court made it possible for 
thousands of school districts, most of them in 
the South, to avoid desegregation. Sen. Allen J. 
Ellender (D. La.) caught the import of the de­ 
cision immediately and expressed his “ delight 
that they have left it to the local judges to decide 
when the original decision should be imple­ 
mented.’’ W hen it appeared that school desegre­ 
gation was to be gradual and that neither Con­ 
gress nor the Executive Branch would impose 
deadlines, various states were emboldened to 
declare outright defiance. 
Ten years after the 1955 ruling, some 4,000 
school districts in the United States have taken 
no formal steps toward compliance, and about 
3,400 more have submitted desegregation pro­ 
posals yet to be approved by the courts. About 
19,000 districts have qualified as unsegregated 
under criteria established by the U. S. Office 
of Education. Using its authority under the 1964 
Civil Rights Act, the Office announced, April 
29, that school districts must plan to eliminate 
all vestiges of racial segregation by the autumn 
of 1967 to qualify for continued federal financial 
aid. In short, the “ all deliberate speed’’ decree 
has been superseded after a decade by an ad­ 
ministrative ruling that gives the states two 
more years to complete the journey.

THE SIEGE OF GIRARD COLLEGE 
“ If J thought I was going to die tomorrow, I 
should plant a tree nevertheless todav.’* Stephen 
Girard, 1750-1831. 
GIRARD COLLEGE, a Philadelphia educational 
institution for fatherless boys, is in a state of 
siege. Since May 1, its grounds in the heart 
of the north side Negro district have been sur­ 
rounded by National Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People pickets demanding 
racial integration. Cecil Moore, the leader of 
the pickets, is out to get by pressure what has 
been denied the Negro in the courts. 
Stephen Girard, French-born, was motherless 
at 12. He went to sea and at the age of 23 was a 
captain. He came to New York in his early 
youth, later established himself in Philadelphia, 
and became a trader, merchant, banker, and 
philanthropist. Upon his death in 1831 he left 
about $6 million to found a school for “ poor 
white male orphans.” 
OVER THE YEARS, Girard College has grown 
and prospered as a free home, secondary school, 
and junior college. Present enrollment is 710, 
and the original $6 million has been carefully 
built to between $75 million and $100 million. 
The U. S. Supreme Court on Aug. 29, 1957 un­ 
animously held that the school could not dis­ 
criminate against Negroes because the board 
administering it was an agency of the state and 
the 14th Amendment forbade states to dis­ 
criminate. The Girard will had named the 
Mayor and City Council of Philadelphia as 
trustees, and until 1957 the Philadelphia Board 
of City Trusts administered the school. The 
Philadelphia Orphans Court then set up a new 
system, with 13 private individuals as trustees. 
The Supreme Court found this arrangement legal 
on Jan. 24, 1958. 
THE CURRICULUM at Girard is both academic 
and vocational, and hence integregation would be 
particularly 
useful 
for Philadelphia Negro 
youths. The quality of G irard’s instruction is dif­ 
ficult to judge, but its alumni on balance have 
established an excellent record. 
The campus covers 43 acres and has 27 build- 
ings, including the huge Founder’s Hall, from 
which a statue of Girard stonily overlooks the 
nightly demonstrations at the main gate. The 
glare of police floodlights sets a stage for the 
parading and frolicking. 
Most of the pickets are from the neighbor­ 
hood. Negro police say they recognize members 
of local gangs; there is little indication of 
a cross-section of the Negro community. The 
pickets meet at a chapel down the street. After 
the rally they march toward the campus, sing­ 
ing: 
Shotgun shells, shotgun shells, freedom all the 
way, 
Oh, what fun it is to blow the blue-suit man 
away. 
The wisecracks exchanged between the pickets 
and their leaders occasionally make Negroes 
among the police snicker. To cope with some 
300 pickets, the city has decided that it is 
necessary to station up to 800 policemen near 
the school’s main gate. So far, about a dozen 


picKets nave been arrested, some oi them for 
trying to scale the stout stone walls that sur­ 
round the campus. Most of the pickets, however, 
are content to cavort around the NAACP sound 
truck. 
The siege of Gira*d is, in the words of NAA- 
C P's cocky Cecil Moore, a “war of attrition.” 
Referring to the cost of the special police, 
Moore gleefully threatens to bankrupt Phil­ 
adelphia, whose population is about one-third 
Negro.

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — Mr. Hin fights for two 
things; pride and pay. 
He is a Nung, one of the 
tribespeople who for centuries 
have fought as m ercenaries in 
the wars of Indochina and Chi­ 
na. They are rated on the same 
class as the famed Ghurkas of 
India. 
Mr. Hin is the big chief of 
600 Nungs who serve as body­ 
guards and strike troops in 
northwest South Viet Nam for 
the U.S. Army's Special Forces. 
Their prowess is legendary 
among the Americans along the 
battlefront out here, who like 
them because they never panic 
in battle. 
Most Nungs range from 4 feet 
10 inches to 5 feet 3 inches in 
height and from 90 to 120pounds 
in weight. They are paid an av­ 
erage of 2,500 piasters a month 
—about $34. 
Mr. Hin is a giant Nung. He 
stands about 6 feet, very erect 
and keen eyed. As sergeant ma­ 
jor — the highest rating a Nung 
is allowed to reach-—he gets 
6,000 piasters a month, or about 
$82. 
“ I don't know how the other 
Nungs picked Mr. Hin, but he 
seems to serve also as their 
spiritual lsader," said Maj. 
Richard I. Allen Jr., Miami, 


Fla., a Special Forces officer 
now on his second year of volun­ 
tary duty here. 
“ He admits to being 38. He is 
a good manager, very proud, 
and has absolute command of 
his men." 
“ When a Nung is too old or 
sick to continue, he'll usually 
tell you so him self." said Maj. 
Allen. “ Pride won't let him do 
a bad job. He is then mustered 
out with a month's bonus pay 
and a letter giving his service 
record." 
The Nungs represent a cross- 
section of the situation here in 
term s of both religion and expe­ 
rience. A few are Buddhists, a 
few Catholics, but most are Con- 
fucionists. 
"We and the Australians train 
them 
in 
handling weapons," 
said Allen. 
“ They 
are 
traditional sol­ 
diers. They areabsolutelyloyal 
to leadership. They will do what 
they are told to do in the most 
pressing 
circum stances, and 
they will tear into anybody and 
anything. 
“ It isn't true that they cutoff 
heads or collect ears. TTiey just 
kill the enemy. They aren't sa­ 
distic. But I suppose if they 
were told to bring back enemy 
ears, they'd bring them back.

Space Base Labor 
Stoppages. 
Washington, D. C.: — Far 
behind the futuristic scenes a t. 
the moonport, the spaceports, 
and the live war-head missile 
bases, the President's self-ef­ 
facing 
Missile Sites 
Labor 
Commission has worked swift­ 
ly and effectively to end ex­ 
pensive strikes. 
For exactly four years it has 
kept America from being handi­ 
capped in the space race. Yet 
few have come to praise it. 
And 
now 
some mysterious 
anonymous forces want to bury 
it. 
There is pressure from some 
sources to dilute its power, if 
it can't be wiped out entirely. 
If the obscure enemies of the 
Missile Site Labor Commis­ 
sion succeed, there will be no 
truly skilled, highly specialized 
peace-making force left at Cape 
Kennedy and the Merritt Island 
Moonport, nor at the Vanden- 
berg, Edwards, Grand Forks, 
and Malmstrom Alrbases, nor 
at the Mississippi Test Opera­ 
tion and the key George C. 
Marshall Space Flight Center 
at Huntsville, Ala. 
Like sniper fire, the commis­ 
sion's opponents are unloosing 
their 
one-shot argument 
in 
White House circles, inside thé 
Labor Dept, and high in other 
government 
agencies. Their 
argument is that the missile and 
space race construction pro­ 
gram is so far advanced that 
there really 
no longer is 
a 
need for a commission to zero 
in on strikes and settle labor- 
management problems. 
But inquiry at the National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space Ad­ 
ministration and the Pentagon 
discloses that vital construc­ 
tion has not even reached the 
end of its first stage. 
Because of the international 
war crisis, for example, the 
Defense Dept, has ordered the 
building of silos and communi­ 
cations and control centers for 
50 additional updated Minute 
Man Missiles at the Malmstrom 
Air Base area. 
Their new war-head will be 
able to destroy vast enemy 
sectors, 5,000 to 6,000 miles 
distant. 
Furthermore, 
there 
are at 
least two more years of heavy 
work at the Cape Kennedy space 
shooting center and the Merritt 
Island base from which theUjS. 
will attempt to land on the 
moon before the U.S.S.R. turns 
It into another Soviet satellite. 
In addition, far more Intricate 
construction will soon be needed 
to get the orbital space hookup 
operation 
under way shortly 


after the two-man Gemini shot. 
After the Agena second stage 
rocket does an end-to-end hook­ 
up with the Gemini capsule, the 
space and moon bases must be 
readied for other work. This 
.w ill be similar to that which 
frequently has been stalled by 
Jurisdictional strikes and union 
feuds with non-union contrac­ 
tors. 
One fantastic project on the 
schedule which will need swift 
construction work is a space 
platform launching. These will 
be small orbiting “ forts" and 
observation outposts, circling 
the earth, so the globe can be 
kept under manned observation 
by military and scientific crews 
who will stay aloft for weeks on 
end 


The timetable is so tight that 
NASA and Pentagon officials 
get 
the 
jitters 
just con­ 
templating the effect of the 
repetition of the strikes which 
hit the Cape two months ago. 
There iias been a series of 
long 
and unpublicized con­ 
ferences with national labor 
leaders and the big contrac­ 
tors. 
These have not had any tran- 
qullizlng effects on the govern­ 
ment planners. So, on June 14, 
the Missile Site Labor Commis­ 
sion and representatives of all 
federal procurement and space 
planning agencies will hold an 
all-day closed conference In an 
effort to find some solution. 
The need for the Missile Sites 
Labor Commission was high­ 
lighted just a few days ago by a 
threat to the two-man Gemini 
flight. It was averted only by 
the swift and courageous action 
of a national union president 
A1 Hayes, head of the Inter­ 
national Assn. of Machinists. 
It appeared that the Aerojet 
General Corp. might have been 
struck on the very day of the 
scheduled 
Gemini blast-off. 
Since Aerojet makes the en­ 
gines for the Titan rocket which 
hurls the capsule, 53 of its 
workers, all IAM members, 
help nurse the mechanism. 
A strike could have pulled 
them off the Job. But A1 Hayes 
said sternly: “ Whatever hap­ 
pens, work will continue 
at 
Cape Kennedy. There will be no 
postponement ofthe Gemini shot 
because of these negotiations." 
His members listened to him. 
But this Is not the record of 
other unions, whose local mem­ 
bers defy their national lead­ 
ers. And there is little reason 
to believe they will change.

is, therefore, 
con­ 
siderable 
reason 
for

strengthening,

weakening, of the little known 
but vital Missile Sites Labor 
Commission. 


WASHINGTON — President

2. Under the Constitution the 
President 
cannot 
delegate 
everything, such as the appoint­ 
ment of a new chairman to the 
Federal 
Power Commission. 
Right now Chairman Joe Swid- 
ler, one of the best tiie FPC 
has ever had, is about to be 
benched, largely because the 
President hasn't seen fit to 
indicate his early reappoint­ 
ment. Swidler's term expires 
in thirty days, and so far there 
has been no word from the White 
House that this tough foe of the 
oil and gas Moguls will be asked 
to serve again. 
3. For the first time in his­ 
tory the Federal government 
has a bonanza of oil shale to de­ 
velop — either for the benefit 
of the public or for the bene* 
fir of the oil industry. T h i s 
$300 million bonanza is enough 
to pay the entire cost of Fed­ 
eral aid to education for years 
to come. 
The President can do as Abra­ 
ham Lincoln did when in 1863 
he set aside Western govern­ 
ment lands for the endowment 
of land grant colleges — or he 
can lease this property to the 
oil companies. The transfer of 
this tremendously wealthy oil 
shale to the jurisdiction of Stew­ 
art Udall is not going to let 
LBJ out of major responsibil­ 
ity for final disposal — in the 
minds of the public. 
The President has enough oth­ 
er problems with Viet Nam, the 
Dominican 
Republic, and his 
legislative program. Neverthe­ 
less, facts are fcicts, and the 
tough facts of politics cannot be 
set aside when it comes to oil.

Court stepped into this case, 
overruled an Eisenhower Ad­ 
ministration attempt to let El 
Paso, which had hired John 
Foster Dulles' law partner, get 
away with this merger. 
The Court not only stopped the 
m erger, but ruled that El Paso 
must get rid of Pacific North­ 
west Gas “ without delay." 
Almost 
two 
years 
have 
passed, 
which 
isn't 
exactly 
"without delay." 
On top of this, the Justice 
Department's antitrust division 
strangely is giving El Paso a 
new lease on life by permitting 
another three-year delay in di­ 
vesting itself of Pacific North­ 
west. 
The Supreme Court acted to 
set aside the El Paso m erger 
in order to give the State of Cali­ 
fornia a chance to get com­ 
petitive natural gas. The Justice 
Department, then under tough 
trust-buster Bob Bix, handled 
the case before the Supreme 
Court. Bix is a Republican. 
Today 
the Justice Depart­ 
ment, under Democratic execu­ 
tives, lias completely revised 
its position under a Republican 
Administration. 
This is one reason why Presi­ 
dent Johnson, though washing 
his hands of oil problems, ac­ 
tually can't do so.

SCHOOL INTEGRATION DEADLINE 
Ten years ago Monday, May 31 the Supreme 
Court handed down its famous “ all deliberate 
speed” decree implementing its landmark 1954 
decision that racial segregation in public schools 
violated the Constitution. “ Full implementation 
of these constitutional principles may require 
solution of varied local school problems,” wrote 
Chief Justice Earl Warren for the unanimous 
Court. 
Lower courts were told that once a start 
toward desegregation had been made in good 
faith, they might 
allow additional time for the 
solution of administrative problems. But the 
transition to a racially nondiscriminatory school 
was to be accomplished “ with all deliberate 
speed,” Warren w rote. The phrase, incidentally, 
had its origin in the English chancery and was 
cited in a 1911 Supreme Court decision written 
by Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes. 
It now is clear that the moderate course laid 
down by the Supreme Court made it possible for 
thousands of school districts, most of them in 
the South, to avoid desegregation. Sen. Allen J. 
Ellender (I). La.) caught the import of the de­ 
cision immediately and expressed his “delight 
that they have left it to the local judges to decide 
when the original decision should be imple­ 
mented.” When it appeared that school desegre­ 
gation was to be gradual and that neither Con­ 
gress nor the Executive Branch would impose 
deadlines, various states were emboldened to 
declare outright defiance. 
Ten years after the 1955 ruling, some 4,000 
school districts in the United States have taken 
no formal steps toward compliance, and about 
3,400 more have submitted desegregation pro­ 
posals yet to be approved by the courts. About 
19,000 districts have qualified as unsegregated 
under criteria established by the C. S. Office 
of Education. Using its authority under the 1964 
Civil Rights Act, the Office announced, April 
29, that school districts must plan to eliminate 
all vestiges of racial segregation by the autumn 
of 1967 to qualify for continued federal financial 
aid. In short, the “all deliberate speed” decree 
has been superseded after a decade by an ad­ 
ministrative ruling that gives the states two 
more years to complete the journey.

THE SIEGE OF GIRARD COLLEGE 
“ If I thought I was going to die tomorrow, I 
should plant a tree nevertheless todav.” Stephen 
Girard, 1750-1831. 
GIRARD COLLEGE, a Philadelphia educational 
institution for fatherless boys, is in a state of 
siege. Since May 1, its grounds in the heart 
of the north side Negro district nave been sur­ 
rounded by National Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People pickets demanding 
racial integration. Cecil Moore, the leader of 
the pickets, is out to get by pressure what has 
been denied the Negro in the courts. 
Stephen Girard, French-born, was motherless 
at 12. He went to sea and at the age of 23 was a 
captain. He came to New York in his early 
youth, later established himself in Philadelphia, 
and became a trader, merchant, banker, and 
philanthropist. Upon his death in 1831 he left 
about $6 million to found a school for “poor 
white male orphans.” 
OY ER THE Y EARS, Girard College has growrn 
and prospered as a free home, secondary school, 
and junior college. Present enrollment is 710, 
and the original $6 million has been carefully 
built to between $75 million and $100 million. 
The U. S. Supreme Court on Aug. 29, 1957 un­ 
animously held that the school could not dis­ 
criminate against Negroes because the board 
administering it was an agency of the state and 
the 14th Amendment forbade states to dis­ 
criminate. The Girard will had named the 
Mayor and City Council of Philadelphia as 
trustees, and until 1957 the Philadelphia Board 
of City Trusts administered the school. The 
Philadelphia Orphans Court then set up a new' 
system, with 13 private individuals as trustees. 
The Supreme Court found this arrangement legal 
on Jan. 24, 1958. 
THE CURRICULUM at Girard is both academic 
and vocational, and hence integregation would be 
particularly 
useful 
for Philadelphia Negro 
youths. The quality of Girard’s instruction is dif­ 
ficult to judge, but its alumni on balance have 
established an excellent record. 
The campus covers 43 acres and has 27 build­ 
ings, including the huge Founder’s Hall, from 
which a statue of Girard stonily overlooks the 
nightly demonstrations at the main gate. The 
glare of police floodlights sets a stage for the 
parading and frolicking. 
Most of the pickets are from the neighbor- 
ood. Negro police say they recognize members 
of local gangs; there is little indication of 
a cross-section of the Negro community. The 
pickets meet at a chapel down the street. After 
the rally they march toward the campus, sing­ 
ing; 
Shotgun shells, shotgun shells, freedom all the 
way, 
Oh, what fun it is to blow the blue-suit man 
away. 
The wisecracks exchanged between the pickets 
and their leaders occasionally make Negroes 
among the police snicker. To cope with some 
300 pickets, the city has decided that it is 
necessary to station up to 800 policemen near 
the school’s main gate. So far, about a dozen 


picKets nave been arrested, some ot them for 
trying to scale the stout stone walls that sur­ 
round the campus. Most of the pickets, however, 
are content to cavort around the NAACP sound 
truck. 
The siege of Giraxd is, in the words of NAA- 
UP’s cocky Cecil Moore, a “war of attrition.” 
Referring to the cost of the special police, 
Moore gleefully threatens to bankrupt Phil­ 
adelphia, whose population is about one-third 
Negro.

Among 13,000 students who 
enrolled in 32 Oklahoma uni­ 
versities and colleges in 1962, 
both public and private, the net 
drop-out rate was 35.8 percent 
after the freshman year.

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — Mr. Hin fights for two 
things: pride and pay. 
He is a Nung, one of the 
tribespeople who for centuries 
have fought as m ercenaries in 
the wars of Indochuia and Chi­ 
na. They are rated on the same 
class as the famed Ghurkas of 
India. 
Mr. Hin is the big chief of 
600 Nungs who serve as body­ 
guards and strike troops in 
northwest South Viet Nam for 
the UJJ.Army’sSpecial Forces. 
Their prowess is legendary 
among the Americans along the 
battlefront out here, who like 
them because they never panic 
in battle. 
Most Nungs range from 4 feet 
10 inches to 5 feet 3 inches in 
height and from 90 to 120pounds 
in weight. They are paid an av­ 
erage of 2,500 piasters a month 
—about $34. 
Mr. Hin is a giant Nung. He 
stands about 6 feet, very erect 
and keen eyed. As sergeant ma­ 
jor — the highest rating a Nung 
is allowed to reach—-he gets 
6,000 piasters a month, or about 
$82. 
"1 don’t know how the other 
Nungs picked Mr. Hin, but he 
seems to serve also as their 
spiritual leader," said Maj. 
Richard I. Allen Jr., Miami, 


Fla., a Special Forces officer 
now on his second year of volun­ 
tary duty here. 
"He admits to being 38. He is 
a good manager, very proud, 
and has absolute command of 
his men.’’ 
"When a Nung is too old or 
sick to continue, he’ll usually 
tell you so himself.** said Maj. 
Allen. "Pride won’t let him do 
a l>ad job. He is then mustered 
out with a month’s bonus pay 
and a letter giving his service

You would think tnai anyone willing to plunk 
down several hundred dollars for an outboard 
motor would have a pretty good idea of what 
he’s going to do with it. 
Oddly enough, this is not always the case, 
failure to have specific intended uses in mind 
when buying is one of several expensive quirks 
some motor buyers have. 
Do you want to use it for fishing, water- 
skiing or cruising? What sort of boat are you 
going to put the motor on? W ill you use it in 
fresh or salt water? In a river or a lake? 
These and many other questions should be 
discussed with a reputable dealer before you 
buy. Tell him everything you can about your 
plans for your motor. 
Some boaters who are otherwise candid with 
their dealer fail to mention that they want to 
water ski, or don’t realize they do until after 
they buy a motor. So the dealer sets up the 
rig for light loads and high performance. 
Later, they try to tow several skiers, not 
realizing that they should have a different 
propeller for skiing, and are dissatisfied with 
the performance of their rig as a ski boat. 
A return visit to the dealer is called for to 
rectify this. 
Another complaint that manufacturers hear is 
that “ my rig doesn’t give me the performance 
it used to.” Of course, what they forget to 
mention is that they have added 200 or 300 
pounds to their payload since they bought the 
boat—items like a tackle box, an extra anchor, 
an 18-gallon cruising tank, lights, horn, marine 
radio and their portly Aunt Nell. Substantial 
increases in payload are bound to affect the 
performance of a small boat. 
Human nature being what it is, it’s not sur­ 
prising that a lot of boaters (1) lose track 
of their owner’s guide which comes with their 
new 
outboard and (2) neglect to take their 
motor in for the prescribed 10-hour free 
check-up. 
Owner’s guides should not be read once and 
discarded, but should be reviewed periodically. 
In addition to giving operating instructions, 
these booklets typically show the location of 
lubrication points, servicing requirements of 
various engine components, procedures for pre­ 
paring a motor for winter storage, how to 
protect a motor in salt water, etc. The owner’s 
guide should be the bible of the small boat 
owner. 
The 10-hour check-up is also vitally important, 
yet many boaters, perhaps because their motor 
is “ running so good,” feel it’s unnecessary. 
A new or “ tight” engine will be adjusted by 
the dealer who sells it, but his adjustments 
will probably be incorrect for what the mechanics 
call a “ loose” engine, one that has been broken 
in. Consequently, the engine may be running 
too fast at shifting speeds. This is just one 
example of how the 10-hour check is of value 
to the new owner. During the check the dealer 
will adjust the points, clean the filter on the 
carburetor and fuel system, check the lubricant 
in the lower unit, check water pump operation, 
lubricate throttle and shift linkage, swivel pin, 
and shifting cams and check for loose nuts 
and bolts. 
A final recommendation: see that your motor 
is checked over periodically throughout it’s 
lifetime and you’ll have a minimum of repair 
bills.

Of course, what they forget to 
mention is that they have added 200 or 300 
pounds to their payload since they bought the 
boat--items like a tackle box, an extra anchor, 
an 18-gallon cruising tank, lights, horn, marine 
radio and their portly Aunt Nell. Substantial 
increases in payload are bound to affect the 
performance of a small boat. 
Human nature being what it is, it’s not sur­ 
prising that a lot of boaters (1) lose track 
of their owner’s guide which comes with their 
new 
outboard and (2) neglect to take their 
motor in for the prescribed 10-hour free 
check-up. 
Owner’s guides should not be read once and 
discarded, but should be reviewed periodically. 
In addition to giving operating instructions, 
these booklets typically show the location of 
lubrication points, servicing requirements of 
various engine components, procedures for pre­ 
paring a motor for winter storage, how to 
protect a motor in salt water, etc. The owner’s 
guide should be the bible of the small boat 
owrner. 
The 10-hour check-up is also vitally important, 
yet many boaters, perhaps because their motor 
is “ running so good,” feel it’s unnecessary. 
A new or “ tight” engine will be adjusted by 
the dealer who sells it, but his adjustments 
will probably be incorrect for what the mechanics 
call a “ loose” engine, one that has been broken 
in. Consequently, the engine may be running 
too fast at shifting speeds. This is just one 
example of how the 10-hour check is of value 
to the new- owner. During the check the dealer 
will adjust the points, clean the filter on the 
carburetor and fuel system, check the lubricant 
in the low'er unit, check water pump operation, 
lubricate throttle and shift linkage, swivel pin, 
and shifting cams and check for loose nuts 
and bolts. 
A final recommendation: see that your motor 
is checked over periodically throughout it’s 
lifetime and you’ll have a minimum of repair 
bills.

Experiment Station research 
is presently occupied with ap­ 
proximately 300 projects in­ 
volving the state's largest in­ 
dustry, agriculture. 
A brief description of a few 
of these many projects appears 
in the University of M issouri's 
Agricultural Experiment Sta­ 
tion 1963-64 annual report, only 
recently off the presses. 
Short illustrated stories tell 
how sound waves are used to 
m easure fat, lean, and bone of 
■ live animals which aids 
in 
selecting good beef herd sires; 
how computers are utilized to 
help beef cowherd owners make 
right decisions in their opera­ 
tions. 
How types of housing effect 
production of dairy cows; how 
a distinctive herd of hogs is 
being used to help conquer a 
human disease; development of 
one farm machine to do the work 
of several, thus increasing ef- 


ficiencias; ways to prepare low- 
cost meat to provide tastier 
dishes; and how the ravages of 
s crop parasite-disease have 
been minimized. 
The central theme of these 
and other Experiment Station 
projects is scientific research. 
The annual report states that 
through research, Missouri's 
agriculture is able to remain 
competitive, thus helping main­ 
tain the state’s economy. 
How Important to the economy 
Is agriculture? According to the 
annual report, in 1963, Mis­ 
souri 
cash 
farm 
Income 
amounted 
to almost $1,400,- 
000,000. 
This makes agriculture bigger 
than 
the state's automobile, 
machinery, oil, luml>er, cloth­ 
ing, drug and chemical, and 
electrical Industries, often con­ 
sidered giants in the economy.

Food Cost 
Debate 
Warms Up

The fiscal policies include tax 
cuts even while the federal debt 
is rising and the T reasury defi­ 
cit continues each year. They 
also include keeping interest 
rates low and credit easy so 
that economic expansion can be 
financed. And al,ong with it goes 
a rise in spending by federal, 
state and local governm ents. 
Past thinking held such poli­ 
cies to be laying the foundation 
for future inflation. Present fis­ 
cal thinking is that these poli­ 
cies make the economy grow 
fast enough to offset any such 
threat. Basically thequestionis 
the role of government in plot­ 
ting and controlling economic 
trends. 
But at the practical rather 
than the theoretical level — 
that is, for the consum er rather 
than the economist or monetary 
authority — the threat of infla­ 
tion doesn't lie in the rise of 
prices of sulfuric acid and poly­ 
ethylene resins, but in cost­ 
lie r trips to the food sto res.

In Hungary, the people have 
taken Westernization into their 
own hands. It is not only West­ 
ernization, but a restoration of 
Hungarian nationalism and na­ 
tional identity so long smoth­ 
ered under Russian authority.

Czechoslovakia, 
party 
leaders have launched the coun­ 
try on an economic decentral­ 
ization program, the whole at­ 
mosphere of which is western, 
and 
away 
from Communist- 
style 
authoritarian economy. 
Of the lot, East Germany re­ 
flects the least "Westward turn­ 
ing." Yet old and young there 
make it clear they don’t intend 
to become Russianized. 
Looking back after a series of 
tours through most of this East­ 
ern European area, it appears 
that an American seeking busi­ 
ness should head for Romania. 
It 
is the most wide open to 
Western trade. Czechoslovakia 
is running close. 
On the negative side, through­ 
out all East Europe is an atmos­

All of 
them are grimly aware that 
things are better in the West. 
On top of that is a general 
shortage of investment capital 
to start new industries and to 
make the old ones work better. 
Is it a moment of opportunity 
for the West? 
Manufacturers 
from West Europe feel so. Ev­ 
ery country 111 East Europe con­ 
tinues about two-thirds of its 
trade with the Soviet Union and 
neighboring Communist states, 
so the thing isn’t a pushover. 
Yret without exception all are 
seeking to reduce to some ex­ 


tent the Russian grip on them, 
with Romania outstanding. 
Signs of the Western trade 
invasion are everywhere. The 
Skoila automobile plant 
near 
Prague is fitted out with rows 
and rows of presses, drills and 
lathes from Italy, France and 
West Germany, while a British 
conveyor system carries the 
assembly line from nuts and 
boits to finished automobiles. 
Not a single piece of Amer­ 
ican machinery was seen in any 
of dozens 
of 
plants 
visited. 
"With a limitation of five- 
years credit in which to pay for 
the equipment bought in Ameri­ 
ca, we have almost no time to 
get it into use before we must 
complete payment for it," said 
Stefan Gabor, deputy planning 
minister in Romania. 
"The new American tire and 
chemical 
factories just con­ 
tracted for will take two years 
to build.

Adventure On The Round 


Who but moil in space ships 
can go pioneering today? You 
Can . . and leisurely by car. 
The mid-20th centry is an in- 
credil le era of never-ending 
surprises and not the least of 
these is the great new circie 
route around Lake Superior, 
measuring 1,127 exciting miles 
from the Canadian Sault Ste. 
Marie and back to its Michigan 
twin. 
Cars for decades have 
been 
travelling along the south shore 
of the world’s largest fresh 
water body and up its north­ 
west coast to the Lake head. 
But it wasn’t until as late as 
1960 that the first road link 
from east to west was punched 
through Ontario’s rugged Al- 
goma Region to complete the 
long-sought circle. 
Through areas of vast wilder­ 
ness 
totally 
unchanged since 
the 
time 
French 
explorer 
Etienne Brule 
first saw 
it 
early in the 17th century, the 
Ontario portion of this magni- 
ficient journey runs to 588 m iles 
from the Soo to Duluth, Min­ 
nesota — roughly an even - 
split 
in the overall distance 
which takes eight to nine days 
to cover. 
You’ll visit hinterland com­ 
munities whose inhabitants still 
aren’t quite accustomed to auto­ 
mobiles and whose only pre­ 
vious contact with the outside 
world was by canoe, on foot, 
and occasionally by train or 
bush plane. 
This primitive area - straight 
from a Jack London novel - is 
epic in its proportion and only 
by the presence of navigable 
waters was it likely ever dis­ 
covered by man. 
It is a land where you might 
optimistically grease your fry 
pan before baiting your line . . . 
and be spoiled in your fishing 
forever. Or, 
in the morning 
mist, to catch your first glimpse 


of a moose ambling undaintily 
to the w ater's edge to drink. 
You’ll wheel along open high­ 
way 
between 
settlements 
a 
hundred miles or more apart 
entranced by the passing parade 
of grandeur along Lake Super­ 
io r’s coast, its long stretches 
of 
white 
sand beaches and 
towering rock cliffs l>ordered 
by impenetrable forest. 
The 
road meanders through 
muskeg and hurdles highlands, 
skim s 
over 
table - smooth 
swampland and rambles through 
fjord-like canyons of 
solid 
granite. 
It is 
much like 
a 
Hollywood spectacular only all 
these vistas are live. 
No sooner do you pass one 
lake and another comes into 
view, gem-like and half - hid­ 
den in the evergreen jungle and 
probably never fished. 
It 
isn’t unusual in this part of the 
world to hook a pike or a wall­ 
eye in every other cast, with 
every catch a keeper. 
While this wilderness trip of­ 
fers instant escape from urban 
tensions, the would-be travel­ 
ler 
would need to give sober 
forethought to the prime rea­ 
son for taking it — and that, 
of course, would have to be ad­ 
venture. 
Not everyone wants to share 
his precious holiday time with 
the creatures of nature and 
might 
start missing the com­ 
forts' 
of 
home all too soon. 
Moreover, it is only fair to 
warn 
that 
accommodations 
along the Ontario portion, while 
increasing 
year 
after year, 
don’t 
always meet peak sum­ 
m er demands, making book­ 
ings in advance a necessity. 
The adventurous, however, can 
follow' the lead of the majority 
of travellers on this 
classic 
journey by taking their 
own 
“ home” with them, tie it 
a 
tent, a house trailer, or one of 
the 
modern 
camper 
ve­ 


hicles with i Niat trailer hitched 
behind. 
Practically everywhere along 
the route can Iv your own pri­ 
vate stopover point, 
prefer­ 
ably near a lake where 
pre- 
breakfast fishing is nearly al­ 
ways rewarding. 
But should you prefer to rest 
in more organized 
surround­ 
ings — with outdoor fireplaces 
for cooking, camp tables 
and 
toilet facilities — at least eight 
government-run camp sites and 
two provincial parks are located 
strategically 
lietween the Soo 
and the Minnesota border. And 
you should try «»t least once to 
camp near a mining or logging 
town for a taste of frontier life. 
Often overlooked by tlie way­ 
farer through northern Ontario 
are the tucked-away outfitters 
camps found usually just off the 
lvaten path. T‘. *se offer com­ 
modious lodging and lum lvr- 
jack meals, some with trailer 
sites right on the water. 
From 
the 
Soo 
travellers 
haven't long to wait before en­ 
tering totally virgin territory. 
These are the wilds of storied 
Algoma where engineers needed 
four years and $40 million to 
close the final gap in the On­ 
tario section of the 
Trans- 
Canada highway which made the 
circle route possible. 
The 165-mile stretch through 
forest 
and over 
stream and 
across muskeg and mountain 
from 
Agawa 
to Marathon, 
necessitated the 
clearing of 
1720 acres of bushland and the 
erection of 25 bridges — the 
longest span nearly 600 feet. 
Several small communities of­ 
fering hotels, motels, outfit­ 
ters* camps and cottages dot 
the route from the Soo for 140 
miles to Wawa, a “ gold rush" 
boom town in 1898 but with a 
more romantic past in fur trad­ 
ing. “ Wawa” is the Ojibway 
Indian word for wild goose, so 
named for the teeming thou­ 
sands of these game birds which 
rest here spring and fall 
in 
migration. A mammoth model of 
the Canada goose in metal wel­ 
comes visitors. 


From there the Superior Road 
to Adventure plunges deeper 
into the northern interior past 
hundreds of giant hills of near­ 
mountain porportion to White 
River, 
a 
lonely 
community 
on the Canadian Pacific Rail­ 
way’s main continental 
line, 
famous for its hunting and fish­ 
ing 
but perhaps best know'tt 
for its fantastically 
low tem­ 
peratures recorded there each 
winter. 
More wild and wooly country, 
through White River Provincial 
Park, and it's back to the Lake 
Superior shoreline and relative 
civilization again. You’ll pass 
through the busy pulpwood towns 
of Marathon and Terrace Bay, 
through Schrelber andRossport 
to Nipigon, a 17th century fur 
trading post now dependent on 
the forest for its living. 
There are more mining and 
lumbering towns en route to the 
Lakehead cities of Fort Wil­ 
liam and Port Arthur — some 
with promising futures, others 
with only memories of more 
prosperous days. 
All in all, it is a once-in- 
a-lifetime opportunity to see 
nature in the raw before 
the 
inevitable encroachment 
by 
civilization robs it of its fron­ 
tier flavor. 
And, 
when you arrive at the 
Lakehead, you'll be awarded a 
lasting memento of your cir- 
cumnavigational

Recently, Dr. Ben Morton, 
head of the relatively new state 
Commission on Higher Educa­ 
tion spoke before a group of 
university women (AAUW)and 
the predictions Morton held out 
over the next decade for Mis­ 
souri were both fascinating and, 
somewhat, frightening. 
While Dr. Morton noted that 
every Missourian has the right 
to expect a higher education if 
lie wants it, he also foresaw 
an almost doubling of enroll, 
ments by 1975 along with the 
need for a great deal of state 
fUnds Just to keep pace with the 
times. 
, The predicted enrollment a 
decade hence 
is 
in excess 
of 175,000for Missouri schools, 
both public and private, com­ 
pared to the 95,000 today. 
; The University of Missouri 
System, which now embraces 
campuses in Columbia, Rolla, 
Kansas City and St. Louis ''will 


likely have some 45,000 stu­ 
dents (in 1975) as compared to 
25,000 at the present time,9* 
Morton said. 
Collectively, the five state 
colleges 
and 
Lincoln 
Utii- 
versity, which now have rela­ 
tively small enrollments (up 6,» 
000) should be handling about 
the same number of students as 
does the university system, it­ 
self, Morton said. 
Presently, he observed, Jun­ 
ior colleges throughout the state 
have a combined enrollment of 
only 10,000. This should triple 
over the next decade. 
The role of private institu­ 
tions of higher learning also 
was touched on by Dr. Morton 
who pointed out that at pres­ 
ent 
their 
enrollments equal 
about 30 per cent of the' number 
of college students in Missouri 
today, or 35,000. This is likely 
to rise to 60,000. 
With the anticipated huge in­ 
crease hi college enrollments 
in Missouri will come the con­ 
tinuing 
problem of how 
to 
finance such a broad spectrum 
of educational 
opportunities. 
Dr. Morton went at length to 
explain the problems involved: 
**On 
a 
national 
scale, 
faculty salaries have recently 
been going up by leaps and 
bounds compared to a few years 
ago. At the same time, working 
conditions 
ha\e 
improved, 
including lighter teaching loads, 
time off for further study and 
research and the like. 
“ This means that our insti­ 
tutions a re competing on an ever 
tougher market. To add an­ 
other complication to the prob­ 
lem, often a faculty member lost 
is not really replaceable be­ 
cause there just aren't enough 
qualified ones to go around.*' 
Other factors stressed by Dr. 
Morton included that between 
1962 and 1963 Missouri ranked 
eleventh among the states in 
percentage of increased ex­ 
penditures 
for higher 
edu­ 
cation. It will take an almost 
super effort through savings and 
increased efficiency to meet 
the states financial obligations 
in future years, he said. 
And, he warned, “As higher 
education becomes an increas­ 
ingly larger enterprise nothing 
but the very best administra­ 
tive and planning practices can 
long be tolerated.*'
